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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


As this is being written the 1955 
legislative session is drawing to a 
close and plans are being made 
for the customary Institute in New 
Legislation, which will have been 
concluded before this appears in 
print. 

During the session many bar as- 
sociation sponsored bills have been 
passed and all ten bills prepared 
and presented by the Judicial 
Council have been enacted into 
law. Chief among the bills suc- 
cessfully promoted by the associa- 
tion were the act increasing the 
salaries of district Judges from 
$7,400 to $10,000 and increasing 
the salaries of Judges of the Su- 
preme Court from $9,100 to $12,000 
and the Judicial retirement act. 
The retirement act, which becomes 
effective three months after the 
adjournment of the legislature, 
provides for voluntary retirement 
at age 70, with the proviso that 
a Judge may continue to serve 
out the full term during which he 
reaches 70. The act providing for 
increased Judicial salaries becomes 
effective in January, 1957 due to 
the Constitutional restriction 
against either increasing or de- 
creasing the salary of a Constitu- 
tional officer during his term of 
office. 

The passage of a retirement act 
has been a goal of the association 
for many years and it is a great 
satisfaction to report the achieve- 
ment of that goal. It is to be re- 
gretted that the mandatory retire- 
ment provision of the bill will de-

prive the state of several able 
Judges who might otherwise have 
continued to serve but it was the 
feeling of the legislature that if a 
retirement bill was passed, there 
should be no exceptions made for 
the benefit of incumbent Judges. 

Our success in securing the pas- 
sage of these two bills is the re- 
sult of the effective work by the 
members of the Committee on the 
Judiciary. Elsewhere in this issue 
is a brief announcement of the 
fifty-sixth annual meeting. Com- 
mittee Chairmen and Section offi- 
cers are engaged in an all out ef- 
fort to make this meeting a real 
success. 

In the field of public service, 
the association continues to enjoy 
excellent relations with the press 
which has resulted in much favor- 
able publicity for association ac- 
tivities. The bi-weekly television 
programs over KMTV in Omaha 
have been well received and will 
continue. The pamphlet racks 


which were announced in the April 
issue have been delivered and are 
now available to members of the 
association.

TELEVISION SERIES 


Nine attorneys, representing the 
Nebraska State Bar Association, 
have appeared to date in a series of 
television interviews over station 
KMTV in Omaha. 

Attorneys have appeared on al- 
ternate weeks on the “Better Liv- 
ing” program since February 28 
of this year to discuss legal topics 
of interest to the television audi- 
ence. 

Time for the interviews, which 
are from six to nine minutes in 
duration, is made available to the 
association as a public service by 
KMTV. Moderator for the first 
eight interviews was KMTV staff 
member, Jean Hughes, who was 
replaced recently by Mary Ann 
Peters. The program is televised 
on weekdays at 2 p. m. 

The interviews are prepared by 
the Committee on Public Service. 
Elmer M. Scheele, chairman of the 
committee was the first participant 
in the series. He discussed the 
subject of “Wills.” Following the 
interview listeners were invited to 
write the association for one of our 
pamphlets on “Wills.” 

On March 15, P. M. Moodie of 
West Point, appeared on the pro- 
gram to discuss “Joint Tenancy,” 
and on March 28, Paul P. Chaney 
of Falls City, discussed ‘“‘Con- 
tracts.” Pamphlets covering these 
subjects were also offered after 
both interviews.

James A. Doyle, Dean of the 
Creighton University Law School, 
appeared on the program of April 
12, to discuss the “Training and 
Qualifications of A Lawyer for 
Admission to The Bar.” 

“What to Do in Case of An Auto- 
mobile Accident,” was the topic 
of discussion on April 25 when 
Mrs. Hughes interviewed Charles 
H. Yost of Fremont. 

On May 9, Barlow Nye of Kear- 
ney, discussed the topic “So You 
Are Going to be A Witness,” and 
on May 23, Hale McCown of Be- 
atrice, was interviewed on “Points 
to Remember When You Buy A 
Home.” 

“Legal First Aid” was Richard 
Hunter’s topic on the June 6 pro- 
gram and John R. Dudgeon of Lin- 
coln, discussed “The Juror,” on the 
program of June 20. Copies of the 
“Juror’s Manual,” published last 
July by the association, were offer- 
ed to viewers following the inter- 
view with Mr. Dudgeon. 

Since the viewing audience of 
“Better Living” is predominantly 
made up of housewives, the use of 
technical legal terms in the inter- 
views is avoided as much as pos- 
sible and the woman’s viewpoint 
is kept in mind. 

Participation in the show by the 
association should result in a bet- 
ter understanding by viewers of 
legal problems under discussion.

JUROR’S MANUALS APPROVED 


FOR RE-PUBLICATION 


The “Juror’s Manual” was ap- 
proved for re-publication by the 
Nebraska District Judges Associa- 
tion at their meeting in Lincoln 
on June 11 and 12. 

Approval of the manual, which 
was first published by the Nebras- 
ka State Bar Association last July, 
followed a discussion of the pres- 
ent manual and adoption of some 
minor changes. 

The manual is designed to clear 
up many of the questions which 
arise in the mind of the prospec- 
tive juror and thus help him to 
prepare to properly discharge his 
duty. A copy is included with the 
summons to serve that is sent by 


the Clerks of the District Court 
and the Jury Commissioners to 
every prospective juror. 

Nearly two thousand copies of 
the “Juror’s Manual” have been 
distributed to Nebraska schools as 
a result of publicity which appear- 
ed in the Nebraska Education 
News, a publication of the Nebras- 
ka Education Association. One- 
hundred and twenty requests for 
the manuals were received from 
high schools throughout the state 
as the result of stories and a pic- 
ture which were carried in the 
publication. The manuals are used 
in the schools for classroom studies 
of civics and government. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER ACCEPTS BID 
TO ABA ANNUAL MEETING 


President Eisenhower has tenta- 
tively accepted the American Bar 
Association’s invitation to address 
the ABA 78th annual meeting in 
Philadalphia in August. 

The President’s scheduled ap- 
pearance on Wednesday, August 
24 will be the focal point of the 
nation’s observance of the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of John 
Marshall, fourth Chief Justice of 
the U. S. Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren also has accepted an invitation 
to speak. The John Marshall Bi- 
centennial Commission, of which 
Chief Justice Warren is chairman, 
is joining with the ABA in arrang- 
ing the program. Plans call for a 


massive outdoor observance on the 
mall before Constitution Hall. 

At the invitation of the Commis- 
sion, the American Bar Association 
also has undertaken to solicit the 
cooperation of state and local bar 
associations in arranging a nation- 
wide observance of the Marshall 
anniversary in communities 
throughout the country. The bar 
crganizations will be invited to help 
srrange and provide prominent 
lawyer-speakers for these local 
programs in schools, before civic 
clubs, and community groups of 
all kinds.

ROOT-TILDEN SCHOLARSHIPS 


Apparently the availability of 
Root-Tilden scholarships for the 
study of law at New York Univer- 
sity School of Law is not well 
known to Nebraskans as few appli- 
cations have been received from 
this state. 

These scholarships, named in 
honor of two of New York Uni- 
versity’s famous graduates Elihu 
Root and Samuel J. Tilden, are 
awarded on a geographical basis, 
two to each of the ten federal 
judicial circuits. Application for 
the scholarships may be made by 


any college graduate or one who 
will have received a college de- 
gree by the time he enters the law 
school. Candidates are judged pri- 
marily on the basis of three stand- 
ards: (1) superior undergraduate 
scholastic records; (2) demonstrat- 
ed leadership; and (3) an indica- 
tion of high potential for construc- 
tive public services. Candidates 
must be unmarried and between 
the ages of twenty and twenty- 
eight. 

The scholarships provide each 
holder with an annual award of 
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$2100 ($1500. for living expenses ~ 
and $600 for tuition). 

Candidates are first judged by a 
committee in each state consist- 
ing of the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, the president of 
the state bar association and the 
publisher of an outstanding news- 
paper. Those applicants approved 
by the state committee appear be- 
fore a circuit board of selection 
composed of the Chief Judge of 
the United States Court of Appeals 
for the circuit involved, the Chair- 


man of the Federal Reserve Board 
for the district and the president 
of a college in that circuit. 

To this time two young Nebras- 
kans, Gerald E. Matzki, of Lincoln 
and Donald T. Fox, Jr., of Omaha 
(both the sons of Nebraska law- 


yers) have qualified for these 
scholarships. 
Potential applicants for this 


scholarship should write to Chief 
Justice Robert G. Simmons, Chair- 
man of the selection committee 
for Nebraska.

Already the results have 
been most gratifying. If any law-

Dear Mr. Wilson: 

During the summer of 1952 and again in 1953, I visited 9 nations 
in the Orient under a leader grant of the State Department. It was 
a good will mission to lawyers, judges, law schools, etc. The purpose 
was to find out about their legal systems, tell them of ours, and help 
to establish a better understanding between nations through the mem- 
bers of a common profession. 

The nations visited were: Taiwan, Japan, Thailand, Philippine 
Islands, Burma, Indonesia, India, Ceylon, and Pakistan. 

Many of the leaders of the Bar of these countries are graduates 
of our law schools, Inns-of-Court in London, etc. By and large, we 
have a common heritage in the law. 

Many of these nations, now free, are living for the first time 
under written constitutions. They frankly state that they studied 
and followed much of our Constitution in writing theirs. It is sub- 
stantially true that our decisions comprise the only body of construc- 
tion of written constitutions in the world. I sat in their courts when 
they were citing our decisions. The Supreme Court of India (and 
other nations) has followed them in many instances. 

Most of the libraries in the Philippines were destroyed during 
the war. 

Pakistan, because of partition from India, has substantially no 
law libraries of our decisions. They remained in Delhi and other 
“law centers.” 
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I found the Chief Justice of one nation studying American Jur- 
isprudence in a U.S.I.A. library. A law school had one of our books 
in a subject and was making mimeographed copies for student use. 
An Indonesian lawyer said, “We have Dutch books. We want those 
in English.” 

And so I could write pages. 

These people are hungry for American law books. They 
ask for encyclopedias—texts on constitutional law, evidence, proce- 
dure, etc. 

Those that can afford to buy are confronted with government 
restrictions on foreign exchange, etc. Many cannot pay the cost with- 
out hardship. 

During these last two years, I have been instrumental in having 
sent to the Orient several thousand books. This includes one com- 
plete library that was sent to a college in the Philippines. I have had 
letters from nations that I have not visited, asking for help. 

I am convinced that in the law offices of America there are 
literally multiplied thousands of law books—duplicates, old editions 
—gathering dust, taking space, unused. 

It is those books that I am after. 

Several months ago the American Bar Journal published a letter 
from me and carried an editorial asking for books. It produced results 
—but it was “scattered shooting.” 

One lawyer in a town of 100,000 got interested. His county li- 
brary gathered several hundred books, and he and others contributed 
from their own libraries. The result is that the Supreme Court of 
one nation now has a working library of American law. These men 
paid the cost of packing for overseas shipment. So far, I have been 
able to secure transportation costs from other sources. 

This is a long-range program in its benefits—the giving of tools 
to men of our profession, to use in understanding the how and why 
of our system—it is a program not of national handouts, but profes- 
sional sharing. It will help on building our kind of free society with 
the millions where we now need it much. But I shall not sermonize. 

Frankly, I want to get this movement nearer to the lawyers. 
I have neither time nor money to write them. 

Can you not, will you please, take this matter up with the 
members of the Bar of your state and secure their interest and co- 
operation? It would be presumptuous on my part to suggest how you 
do it—I do suggest the why. 

I shall be pleased to hear from you or the members of your Bar 
directly,

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CURRENT RESEARCH ACTIVITIES 
OF THE AMERICAN BAR CENTER

The American Bar Center in 
Chicago is the headquarters of ac- 
tivities of importance to lawyers, 
both individually and as members 
of the organized bar. The pur- 
poses of the American Bar Center 
were well stated by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren in his dedication 

address: 


“Here in our new home, we will 
honestly face all our family prob- 
lems as an integral part of great- 
er problems of justice. We will 
maintain the American concept 
of freedom and justice for all. 
We will rededicate ourselves to 
constitutional principles. We 
will urge others to do likewise.” 
Many lawyers throughout the 
country already have become fa- 
miliar with the physical structure 
of the Center. It consists of two 
connected buildings facing the 
Midway near the University of 
Chicago. The first of these build- 
ings houses the administrative 
headquarters of the American Bar 
Association, in which are located 
the offices of the President and the 
chief executive officials of the As- 
sociation, as well as the Board of 
Governors’ room and the mem- 
bers’ lounge. Adequate space is 
provided for the editorial office of 
the American Bar Association 
Journal and the offices of organiz- 
ations affiliated with the American 
Bar Association. 


Research Center Building 

The second building is the Re- 
search Center of the American Bar 
Foundation. In addition to pro- 
viding a headquarters for research 
work for the legal profession, the 
Center houses the Cromwell Li- 
brary. 

Research work is conducted in 
eecordance with the highest pur- 
poses of the legal profession. Ap- 
proved projects must relate to the 
study and improvement of the ad- 
ministration of justice, the promo- 
tion of legal education, the eleva- 
tion of ethics and standards of the 
profession, the diffusion of knowl- 
edge concerning the law and legal 
research, and continuing education 
of the members of the bar. 

The internal organization of the 
American Bar Foundation is de- 
signed to assure that proposals for 
research work will conform to 
these objectives, and that the 
American Bar Foundation receives 
the benefit of informed points of 
view in the selection of research 
projects and the conduct of re- 
cearch. The manner in which re- 
cearch work is organized and con- 
ducted also assures that the work, 
once started, is carried on through- 
out the project in accordance with 
the original plan. 

How Projects Are Chosen 

Proposals for research may come 
from the Board of Governors, the 
House of Delegates, the sections, 
committees, and the individual 
members of the American Bar As- 
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sociation, and from state and local 
bar associations. All proposals are 
examined as to form by the Ad- 
ministrator and submitted to the 
Research and Library Committee 
on the American Bar Foundation. 
This committee considers each pro- 
posal and determines whether it is 
an appropriate subject for research. 
The Committee transmits the pro- 
posal, together with its recommen- 
dations, to the Board of Directors 
of the American Bar Foundation 
which has final authority to pass 
on all features of the project. If 
the project is approved, an Advis- 
ory Committee is appointed to ex- 
ercise primary supervision over all 
aspects of the research. Members 
of the Advisory Committees are 
judges and lawyers who have spe- 
cial competence in the field of law 
under study. 

The Research Center has a very 
small permanent research staff. In 
order to secure the services of the 
best available talent, as well as to 
effect economies, research person- 
nel for each project are appointed 
from lawyers of proven ability in 
the field of law under study. Each 
project is under the immediate di- 
rection of a Project Director. 
Throughout the continuance of the 
research, the Advisory Committee 
maintains close contact with the 
work, lends the benefit of its mem- 
bers’ knowledge and experience, 
and observes the progress of the 
project. 

Projects Now Under Way 

Several research projects are 
now under way at the American 
Bar Center. A major study of 


‘the administration of criminal jus- 
tice in the United States is being 
made. The Chairman of the Ad- 
visory Committee is William J. 
Donovan. Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren, who is Special Advisor to 
this Committee, has described this 
project as “the first complete study 
of criminal justice administration 
ever undertaken.” The study is 
concerned with the procedures for 
dealing with crime. It will be 
made by a field team of experts 
in the police function, the conduct 
of criminal cases, the criminal 
court systems, and procedures re- 
lating to sentencing, probation and 
parole. Concentrating on _ the 
strength as well as the weaknesses 
of the administration of criminal 
justice, this project will seek to 
improve the system, while preserv- 
ing its traditional values as the 
guardian of individual rights. 

Of special interest and import- 
ance to members of the legal pro- 
fession is the survey of the canons 
of legal and judicial ethics which 
has recently been approved and 
organized as a research project. 
The project will study the opera- 
tion and effects of the canons in the 
lawyer’s office and in the courts 
and other tribunals. All aspects of 
the ethical problems of lawyers, 
and all relevant points of view, 
will be taken into consideration. 

Now actively under way at the 
Center is the preparation of a docu- 
mentary history of the essential 
human rights safeguarded by the 
Constitution of the United States. 
This history will constitute what 
the late Justice Robert H. Jack- 
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son described as “An Encyclopedia 
of Freedoms,” and will be in the 
form of a documentary source 
book. This book will focus upon 
the struggles which were required 
to secure the basic rights protected 
by the Constitution, and will trace 
these right through the major 
decuments of constitutional his- 
tory since the time of Magna 
Carta. 
Annotations Study Planned 

A project, now in the organiza- 
tional stages, is the annotation of 
the Model Business Corporation 
Act and the Model Non-Profit Cor- 
poration Act. The objective of 
this study is to analyze all import- 
ant provisions of existing corpora- 
tion statutes in the United States 
together with the leading cases. 
This analysis, together with edi- 
torial comments, will be put into 
form of annotations to these Acts. 

The Research Center has also 
become the headquarters for two 
major programs having interna- 
tional significance. The first of 
these is a program administered by 
the American Bar Foundation’s 
Committee with the Korean Legal 
Center. When formal arrange- 
ments are completed, this commit- 
tee will begin the important work 
cf actively participating in the or- 
ganization of a legal center in 
Korea in order to assist in rebuild- 
ing the judicial and legal system 
of that country. The objectives of 
the Committee are to explain basic 
principles of Anglo-American law 
to the Korean legal profession, to 
provide assistance for the improve- 
ment of legal education in Korea, 


and to develop an exchange pro- 
gram of United States and Korean 
judges, lawyers and law professors. 
The second program which has 
been undertaken is _ arranging 
American tours of leaders of the 
profession from abroad. The Cen- 
ter has provided a reception room 
for distinguished members of the 
judiciary and the legal profession 
who visit this country, and assists 
in planning itineraies and_ pro- 
grams in cooperation with local 
organizations throughout the coun- 
try. 
Purposes of the Cromwell Library 
In the short time since the Crem- 
well Library has been established, 
it has become clear the library ac- 
tivities will play an important role 
in the activities of the Research 
Center. A principal feature of this 
library will be its collection of 
national, state, and local bar asso- 
ciation materials. This collection 
will be of exceptional value to per- 
sons doing research on problems 
relating to the legal profession. 
The facilities of the library are 
available to all members of the 
Association. To the extent pos- 
sible, the library will furnish cop- 
ies of specific documents or arti- 
cles upon request. It is expected 
that in the near future the library 
will engage in a program of re- 
producing scarce and out of print 
bar association materials, and that 
microcards of such materials may 
be made available to the bar. 
These projects and activities rep- 
resent a good beginning for the 
Research Center, and indicate the 
great potentialities of the Center 
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in making a significant contribu- 
tion to the improvement of the 
cause of justice in America. Other 
projects of equal interest and im- 
portance to the legal profession 
are now under consideration and 
await formal approval and the de-

velopment of organizational plans. 
Suggestions for specific research 
projects are welcomed and may be 
submitted to the Administrator, 
American Bar Foundation, Amer- 
ican Bar Center, Chicago 37, IIli- 
nois.

University of Nebraska Law

COUNTY LAW LIBRARIES 


In the April issue of the Nebras- 
ka State Bar Journal the chairman 
of the County Library Committee 
requested that lawyers in the coun- 
ties where central libraries exist, 
to give us their experience; both as 
a guide on how to proceed and also 
what have been the results. Here 
is what we are doing in Lexington. 

The Dawson County Law Li- 
brary became a reality in 1949. The 
county bar association prevailed 
upon the county commissioners 
for a room in the Court House ad- 
jacent to the district court room 
to be used for a library. The coun- 
ty bar members have contributed 
on a “loan basis” various volumes 


to be used in the library and to be 
kept up by the library. 

Credit is due the county com- 
missioners of Dawson County for 
their foresight in visualizing the 
benefits to the administration of 
justice in having such a library 
housed in the Court House. After 
the commissioners were acquainted 
with the provisions of Section 23- 
121 of the Revised Statutes making 
it lawful to appropriate public 
funds for such purposes, they allo- 
cated $750.00 for a five year period 
to be used for a county law library. 
The entire bar of Dawson County 
is assessed $10.00 a year for the 
use of the library. The total vol- 
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umes now existing in the county 
library including those on a loan 
basis and those which have been 
purchased is in excess of 2,500 vol- 
umes. 

The county bar was quick to 
recognize that it is a waste of their 
individual money to attempt to 
acquire the full reporter system 
and other seldom used sets which 
may be required only in briefing 
the more difficult and involved 
principles of law. The library as 
it now exists is complete for all 
practical purposes and serves a 
vital need for both the court and 
the bar at great economic advan- 
tage to the practicing attorneys. 

The use of the library is avail- 
able at all times in that each prac- 
ticing attorney is furnished a key 
to the Court House. A partial list 
of the volumes now available is as 
follows: 

REPORTERS: Northwest, Pa- 
cific, Northeast, Southeast, South- 
ern, Southwestern, Atlantic, Ne- 
braska. 

TEXTS: Corpus Juris, Corpus 
Juris Secondum, American Juris- 
prudence, ALR, Blashfield. 

CODES: U.S. Code, U. S. Code 
Congressional Service. 

WEST DIGESTS: American Ist, 
2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th Decennial; Gen- 
eral Digest; Pacific; Nebraska. 

SHEPPARD’S DIGESTS: Paci- 
fic, Southwestern, Southeastern, 
Southern, Atlantic. 

The enabling resolution of the 
county commissioners creating the 
County Law Library provides for 
a supervisory committee of two 
members of the bar and three pub- 


lic officers. The library committee 
has charge of the general supervi- 
sion of the library and has con- 
tinued to add additional volumes 
as fast as the appropriations will 
permit. The library has met with 
public acceptance and the commis- 
sioners have recently passed a sec- 
ond resolution extending the an- 
nual appropriation of public 
moneys for this purpose for an ad- 
ditional five years period. 

The lawyers who have loaned 
their books for the county library 
are well pleased with the results, 
have noticed little inconvenience 
and have been relieved from the 
expense of keeping the sets up 
to date and purchasing the annual 
annotations. The Dawson County 
Ber is of the opinion that the Coun- 
ty Library represents a practical 
proposition and one that has work- 
ed out with highly desirable re- 
sults and is now well established 
and should continue to grow and 
be improved in the years to come. 

Dawson County has a population 
of approximately 20,000 and the 
county seat of Lexington a popu- 
lation of approximately 5,500. We 
believe that a library of such pro- 
portion could be established in 
nearly every county in Nebraska.
